Report Nazi Prisoners 


Here Secretly Store Arms 


An Associated Press story fron 
Trinidad. Col., reporting that Ger- 
man prisoners of war there had been 
discovered secretly storing arms, in- 
cluding guns and crudely fashioned 


ꝑknives, and also making home-made 


liquor, should come as no surprise. 

Back on February The Worker, in 
an exclusive story, exposed the fact 
that the German prisoners were 
openly publishing and reading a 
blatantly pro-Nazi newspaper in the 
camp, known as “Der Speigel,” and 
called this to the attention of the 
War Department. The prisones’ pa- 
per edited by a captured Nazi Col- 
onel Jalke, openly proclaimed it 
would continue the German prison-. 
ers’ educational 


Japanese in the treacherous attack 
upon Pearl Harbor. 

If the War Department. permits 
these prisoners of war to publish and 
circulate a typical Hitlerite sheet 
among their ranks “for the con- 
tinuation of the spirit and 
Of National Socialism,” as “Der 
Spiegel” bragged, these same prisor- 
ers can be relied to plot an armed 
attempt to escape. 

The Associated .Press said that 
camp authorities are still searching 
for “two missing revolvers and a 
carbine.”

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Answering Three Lies 


E Soviet Foreign Office took the occa- 

sion of the Red Army’s advance across 
the Soviet frontier into Rumania to make a 
ré-statement of basic Soviet policy that will 
once again confute all the “experts” and 
confound all the liars. The remarkable cres- 
cendo of the advance is itself a refutation 
of all those who under-estimated the Soviet 
People and were hypnotized by the self- 
advertisements of the enemy. But Molotov’s 
Statement, accompanying the march into 
Rumania, shows that the Red Army is car- 
rying into practice the declarations which 
have consistently appeared in the speeches 
of Soviet leaders. 

Three lies have been answered at one 
blow. The lie that the Red Army would not 
cross its own borders but was prepared to 
leave the job of finishing off Nazi Germany 
exclusively to its Allies has now been re- 
futed. Molotov emphasized that the Soviet 
Union is interested only in smashing the 
German forces, routing them, and bringing 
about their capitulation. The importance of 
this for our own impending military opera- 
tions in the West is obvious. 

The second lie was that USSR would be 
polshevizing“ the smaller nations along its 
western border. Molotov makes it clear that 

_while the Soviet Union hag rothing but 
contempt for the Antonescu government 
which joined in Hitler’s war, it is not con- 
cerned with Rumania’s social structure. 
While this does not, of course, mean for a 
moment that the Rumanian fascists, the 
pro-Hitler landlords and royalty have any 
long life ahead of them, it does emphasize 
the single purpose of the Soviet operations 
on Rumanian soil—smashing the enemy. 

And a third lie has been spread in vari- 
ous forms to the effect that the R has 
“abandoned bolshevization” for the sake of 
“nationalist imperialism.” This canard 
makes it appear that the Soviet Union is 
interested in territorial aggrandizement at 
the expense of its western neighbors. That 
also, Molotov refutes in so many words. The 
Soviet Union makes no demands for terri- 
tory at Rumania’s expense, despite the suf- 

“fering of Moldavians and Bessarabians as a 
result of the Rumanian government’s alli- 
ance with Hitler. 

In other words, not only are our defeat- 
ists, like Hearst and McCormick made out 
to be liars, but the propaganda of the Social- 

Democrats, which influences newspapers 
like the N. Y. Times, collapses also. The 
basic declarations of Soviet aims, which will 
be found in the very first statement by 
Stalin on July 6, 1941, and were repeated 
every since in his speeches, are again con- 
firmed 


We took those declarations at face value. 
From the Social-Democrats, the Hearsts and 
McCormicks, we expect no explanations. But 
the Times, if it has the decency, owes its 
readers an explanation for all the campaigns

His “Socialist” title is a pose, convenient 
to the carrying through of his assignments 
to help Hitler. “Socialist” blood brothers of 
his are readily recognized in Tanner of Fin- 
land who has done such servile work for 
the White Guardists there and Rene Belin 
of France who has persecuted the people 
with fire and sword, going over to Hitler 
and Laval. 

Stampfer and his “Socialist” colleagues 
are of the same stamp and school as those 
in this country who are active in the Social 
Democratic Federation.

A Secret AFL Policy

0 the radio on Sunday mi- 

lions of Americans got an ear- 
ful on the AFL's non-partisan 
political policy in the coming elec- 
tions. First there was a debate be- 
tween two Congressmen, one a Re- 
publican and the other a Democrat. 
And then Philip Pearl, AFL pub- 
licity director, commented: “It 
makes no difference to the AFL 
whether a member of Congress is a 
Democrat or a Republican. If his 
record shows him to be a friend of 
labor and a loyal American, be can 
count on the AFL's endorsement. 
Otherwise, the members of the AFL 
are urged to defeat him.” 


It sounded like traditional AFL 
policy, and I hold no brief for this 
policy of punishing labor's enemies 
and rewarding its friends which has 
for two generations thwarted inde- 
pendent political action by the la- 
bor movement. 

But I submit that there is now 
a new AFL policy, a policy which 
has been worked out in secret be- 
hind closed doors by men like 
Matthew Woll and William Hu- 
cheson who hate the President, 

who hate the Soviet Union, who 
hate the CIO. I submit that this 
new policy is te punish labor's 
friends and to reward its enemies.

HILIP PEARL assured his radio 

audience that AFL policy “will 
work out in the coming political 
campaign for the election of candi- 
dates who will do everything in their 
power to win the war and win the 
peace.” But I submit that the polit- 
ical policy of the bitter old men in 
the AFL executive council is» to 
elect candidates who will do every 
thing in their power to lose the war 
and lose the peace. 

As I have reported before. the list 
of endorsements handed out by AFL 
President William Green is a close- 
ly guarded secret. Endorsements are 
communicated only to the candidate 
himself or to AFL unions in the 
state. 

No list of endorsements which 
would make it possible to get a pic- 


ture of national AFL policy is made 
public. 

One of Greens endorsements 
which has leaked out is that of Mar- 
tin Dies in Texas. I have just dis- 
covered another which is just as 
bad. Perhaps worse. Judge for your- 
self. 

The hard-working farmers of 
North Dakota are fighting to free 
themselves from an incubus more 
deadly than the drought. They 
are trying to defeat Sen. Gerald F. 
Nye. But Green has thrown his 
weight behind Nye. He has offi- 
cially and formally endorsed Nye. 

Green has endorsed Nye at a time 
when there is a real chance to de- 
feat this man who has publicly iden- 
tified himself with the 30 indicted 
seditionists, who has publicly said 
that he doesnt think fascism is so 
bad after all. Green has endorsed 
Nye at the very moment that a 
strong grass-roots movement has 
developed to defeat this symbol of 
negotiated peace with Germany and 
of fascism at home, of everything 
which American labor is shedding 
ita blood to destroy.

EP. USHUR BURDICK, a friend 

of labor and of the small farmer 
who is fully alive to the need for 
winning the war, has entered the 
race against Nye. Burdick has been 
endorsed by the Farmers Union of 
North Dakota with 40,000 members. 
He has won the endorsement of the 
Non-artisan League, long the ex- 
pression of North Dakota popu- 
lism. 

The issue between Nye and Bur- 
dick will be decided in the Repub- 
lican primary on June 27. And Nye 
has been unable to win the undivid- 
ed support of even the most con- 
servative group of Republicans in 
the state, known ironically enough 
as the Progressive Republicans. At 
the convention of the Progressive 
Republicans, there were 216 votes for 
Nye. But 101 delegates refused to 
vote for Nye, and walked out of the 
convention.

Most of the AFL unions in North 
Dakota are, of course, enthusias- 
tically against Nye—just as all the 
AFL unions in the second district of 
Texas are working as hard as they 
know how to defeat Dies despite 
Green's endorsement.

N the case of Nye there is not only 

an obvious split between Green's 
policy and the policy being followed 
by the APL membershig. There is 
also a clear-cut schism between the 
Woll-Hutcheson group and forward- 
looking AFL leaders like Daniel 
Tobin of the Teamsters Union. 

Green has endorsed Nye. But 
Tobin's International Teamster 
emphasizes that “Nye’s record is 
one of violent opposition te na- 
tional defense before and since 
Pearl Harbor.” The Teamster notes 
the “sharp contrast” between the 
voting records of Nye and Bur- 
dick and laber and progressive 
legislation. It points out that Nye 
“has a record of only 30 per cent 
right on these measures while 
Burdick has a score of S81 per 
cent.” 

There have been rumblings in the 
AFL against the suicide politics of 
the executive council. But I am con- 
vinced that the entire APL, member- 
ship and many of its most influen- 
tial leaders would be up in arms if 
they knew all the facts about the 
political policy of the dominant 
Woll-Hutcheson group. 

Tt is not only a question of en- 
dorsing Nye and Dies. These en- 
dorsements are part of a pattern, 
a pattern of attempting to protect 
and reelect the worst defeatists and 
enemies of labor on Congress, of 
trying to put over a Republican ad- 
ministration in 1944. 

This pattern has just begun to 
unfeld. As far as I know, Green 
has not yet given his endorsement 
te Ham Fish or Jem Rankin. But 
he is using as his official guide in 
making endorsements 9 secret list 
of legislative issues which makes 
it possible for him te de just that. 
I propose te prove this in my next 
column.
